Freedom is not a commodity which can 
be inherited from the previous generation 
with a “paid in full” price tag.

Our American way ol liie, 
with its abundant freedoms, is unparal- 
leled in the history of the world. In his 
message to the Congress on January 6, 
1941, President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
stated that “Four Freedoms should pre- 
vail throughout the world — Freedom of 
Speech and Expression, Freedom of Wor- 
ship, Freedom from Want, and Freedom 
from Fear.”
